To show how impossible it {s to 
explain Mr. Roosevelf’s plan, it js 
only to be recalled that the closed 
banks are to be relieved of their 
unrealisable. assets by means of 
money supplied by the Federal Re- 
ecrve, so that depositors may thus 
get their money back and put’ it to 
work, That {s a form of credit in- 
flation. 

Inflation No Remedy 

At a time when the United States 
Government {s secking to convert 
the National Debt, it will not dare 
ta embark openly upon currency. in- 
flation. None the less, the Federal 
Reserve [s"subsidesing producers of 
sotton and wheat by lending moncy 
on crops, and at valuations higher 
than market, prices. They are also 
disbursing—and this is a form of 
indirect inflation-—reams of printed 
paper-money for wanted or unwant- 
ad publle undertakings, and to pay 
for the requirements of ‘the unem- 
ployed, purchased by the 
authorities and distributed among 
the workleas. 

Production {5 also being restrict- 
ed by the Government actually deny- 
ing to the citizens the right to put 
new machinery Into a factory. ... 

Thus we.see that contradictory 
methods are bejng employed blindly, 
and regardless of the mischief they 
may cause. Ultimately the United 
States will learn, Iike other nationa, 
that inflation, call it by whatever 
name . they please, provides no 
remedy for difficulties arlsing from 
non-monetary. causes,
